BALTIMORE, Md.. July 23— The recent an. 
nouncement of the Maryland State Fair that it 
would distribute $247,000 in added money for stakes 
and purses at the laurel meeting in October has 
aroused the curiosity of the public, as well as the 
horsemen, as to what stakes will lie run and liow 
the money would be divided. With the appearance 
of the entry blanks for these events, their identity 
and <*ondition8 are made known. 

There are a total of eight closed events provided, 
with the Maryland Handicap of $10,000 added as 
the topliner. This feature is for three -year -olds 
at a mile and a quarter and, while there is no 
entrance fee to any of the stakes m* overnight 
races, starters in the Maryland Handicap will be 
required to pay $250 each. A field of fifteen, under 
these conditions, will mean over $10,000 to the 
winner. 

Tlie Annapolis Handicap and Laurel Stakes are 
next in value to the Maryland Handicap, each hav- 
$7,900 added. Tte A—apoHs Hatsdlcop la At 
one mile and a half for three-year-olds and over, 
while the I.aurel Stakes is for all ages at one mile. 
Then come two $5,000 added features in the Capital 
Handicap and the National Stakes, the latter for 
two-year-olds. **The Manor** Handicap is another 
two-year-old attraction and has $3,000 added. 

For the fascinating sport of steeplechasing two 
stakes are offered, tlie Chevy Chase Steeplechase 
and the “Ticket of Leave** Steeplechase, the first 
mentioned having $5,090 added and the other $8,00n 
added. 

Surely It is an attractive stake program, which 
when supplemented by overnight races, the purses 
of which will range in value from $1,000 to $2,000, 
makes it certain that the Laurel fall meeting will 
be one of brilliancy, with the best horses in the 
country meeting in competition for the rich prises 
and with great gatherings of people from Baltimore. 
Washington, Philadelphia and surrounding cities in 
flaily attendance. The following is the list of the 
Mtakes and the order of their running, entries to 
tf-loM* September 9.

I Kentucky 7o<^ey Club Buys 10$ Acres of Land in 
Bosedale, a Mile from Latouia. 

CINCINNATI, O., July 23.— It is posrible that 
Cincinnati and Covington turfgoers may see an en- 
tirely new racing plant next spring. The Kentucky 
Jockey Club has acquired sufficient acreage in 
Rosedale on which to erect an entirely new plant 
if it so desires. 

The property acquired is that purchased by Joseph 
L. Rhinock some three years ago, when be an- 
nounced that be intended to build a track with a 
thirty -four acre tract adjoining. 

Harvey Myers, counsel for the Kentucky Jockey 
Club, said that as far as he knew the directors 
bad not really considered the matter, but under- 
stood they had a chance to acquire this property, and 
believed it would be a good business investment 
for them, even if they do not make use of it. 

Cenernl manager Matt Winn is in New York and 
resident manager H. F. Brelvogcl is in Detroit, 
so no expression could be secured from either. 

The conveyance was a thirty -four acre trad 
adjoining the Kenton County Infirmary in Rosedale 
and was transferred to Attorney M. H. McLean by 
Elizabeth Unkraut by warranty deed in the office 
of County Clerk John B. Dillon, Sr., yesterday. 
The deed was to correct title to the land which was 
conveyed to Mr. McLean by the Cnkraut heirs 
on November 1, 1916. The grantor at that time 
was not of age. G. L. Bering also transferred to 
Mr. Mel.iean a plat of ground which adjoins the 
larger tract. 

At the time of tlie conveyance three years ago 
Kenton County Commissioners also sold to McLean 
a tract of land adjoining the infirmary which be- 
came a matter of considerable litigation. After 
Mr MeliMtB^tiad given an option on the propev4r 
sevgral Covington residents sought to enjoin 
the commissioners from giving a deed for 
the property, because they said, it was the inten- 
tion of the purchasers for whom Mr. McLean was 
acting to start a race track on the property. The 
courto held that the option placed on the property 
by McLean was binding and it was ordered that 
the commissioners should make the conveyance. 

Tlie commissioners conveyed the property to Mr. 
McLean in 1917. 

It was learned yesterday that the three tracts, 
together with the property adjoining, owned by the 
Cincinnati Gun Club, in all approximately 100 ac- 
res, has been purchased by the Kentucky Jockey 
Club. 

The lot conveyed to Mr. McLean yesterday by G. 
L. Bering is to serve as an entrance to the entire 
tract and provides an opening on Michigan avenue 
iu South Covington. 

When asked about the deal yesterday Mr. McLean 
declined to state whom he represented or for what 
purpose the land had been acquired, but admitted 
the deal for the entire tract bad been consum- 
mated. 

The land is nearly a mile from the present La- 
tonia track. 

ONE OF THE STARS OF OUR RACING 

Lncnllito Inbred to Ormonde and a Remarkable 
Case of Recovery from a Grave Injury. 

When a two -year-old Lucullite was so badly hurt 
in a race that nine ont of ten trainers would have 
deemed his case hopeless and retired him for good 
or had him put to death. But Sam Hildreth is a 
trainer who delights iu dealing with a crippled 
horse, and the infinite care, patience and veterinary 
skill bestowed in his treatment of Lucullite has 
resulted in the restoration of the colt to racing 
as one of the best of his age in training. Lucullite 
is inbred to the mighty Ormonde through Orme 
and Ormondale, and not far back numbers such 
bright lights of breeding as St. Simon, Springfield, 
St. Serf and Galopin in his pedigree. The fact that 
he is a son of the Ormondale mare Lucky Lass 
suggests that mares by this American son of Or- 
monde may presently be held invaluable as stud 
matrons. In bis vast ' breeding enterprises John 
E. Madden did nothing more commendable than 
the chance be gave Ormondale at Hamburg Place. 
The pedigree of Lucullite is an interesting study, 
und here it is: 



Grand Flaneur a Hero of Long Ago and aa Hnboaieii 
Winner of Mine Races. 

Grand Flaneur must have been a remarkable 
horse. He raced in Australia thirty -nine yean ago 
and won nine races in nine starts and $39,695 at 
a time when turf values were low. He was never 
beaten. Grand Flaneur was Australian -bred. Grand 
Flaneur was a large horse, quite sixteen 
hands high at three yean old and being 
growthy was not trained at two. Before arriving 
at three he was sold to William A. Long, who 
owned the Chipping Norton Farm, not far from the 
Warwick Farm rtice course, about thirty miles out 
of Sydney. He won nine straight races without 
defeat, including the Victoria Derby, Melbourne 
Cup and Royal Park Plate (two and a half miles) 
all in tbe short space of eight days. In the fall 
of that year he won both St. I.«gen and wound 
up his glorious career by winning the Champion 
nice, three miles, in a canter. But the question 
had been asked of this peerless colt Just once too 
often, for he broke down in the first strong move 
he got after winning the Champion. In appearance 
he was much after the style of Mr. Baldwin*s 
Emperor of Norfolk, save that he had a better set 
of legs and not so much daylight under him. He 
got two good performers in Bravo and Patron, both 
winners of the Melbourne Cup, and the latter is the 
only four-year-old in history to win that event 
with 126 pounds. His best son was Merman, now 
in the stud in England and raced with much distinc- 
tion by Mrs. Langtry, who still owns him.

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 23.— With a return 
of fairer weather a larger crowd was at Yonkers 
today and enjoyed a good afternoon*s sport. 
Scratches were not as numerous as heretofore. The 
going was drying out to some extent, althougli 
still quite slow and well-known performers were 
conspicuous in the various races. 

The Wakefield Handicap, for two- year- olds, was 
the stake offering and favoritism was divided be- 
tween R. F. (barman's Carmandale and Dream of the 
Valley, both of which were taking up three extra 
pounds as penalties fw winning after the pnbli- 
cation of weights for this race. The weight of the 
public’s opinion, however, forced the Carman colt’s 
quotation down until he went to the post a pro- 
nonneed choice. He made good as in his previous 
start after leading throughout and handling his 
impost of 125 pounds in good fashion. Krewer was 
the second horse and, after ninning in strenuous 
pursuit, was taken over to the inside in the mn 
home, hut Carmandale, under urging, held him safe. 

It made tbe second score* of the day for Carman 
trained horses, Warsaw mnning in the interests 
of Paul Connelly, won the third race, a condition 
affair over a distance of ground. Quoted at odds- 
on, he won easily. 

Barley Water, bred in France by C. H. Mackay, 
won the Initial dash of the afternoon, beating 
Bright €h>ld in the final strides of a close finish. 

The second race proved easy for Lucius, tbe geld- 
ing finishing five lengths in advance of Poor But- 
terfly, which shared favoritism with the winner. 

In the Primrose Handicap the A. H. Morris 
entry. Quietude and Irene, finished first and second 
respectively. Mary Maud was confidently hacked 
to beat the Morris pair, but seemed handicapped by 
the going and refused to extend herself.

“It is the first time anybody has seen it 
for more than a week.** 

Barley Water, winner of the opening race, 
brought back memories of bygone days to old- 
timers when Fits Herbert, his sire, was running. 

Jockey J. Groth, who came here at the opening 
of the meeting, hut who has accepted no mounts, 
will return to Churchill Downs upon the order of 
his contract employer, George J. Long. 

Tlie four-year-old filly Masda has injured her- 
self slightly, which caused her withdrawal today.

An Approntioe Muct Undergo Long and Hard Labor 
Before Being Permitted to Ride. 

The life histories of famous Jockeys are constant- 
ly being published, and interesting reading most of 
them afford, but they seldom give any details of 
how these “knights of the pigskin” fared in the 
earliest stages of apprenticeship. From time to time 
articles have appeared describing the life of an ap- 
prentice in a big racing establishment, and the 
writers have endeavored faithfully to lima them 
from their point of view, though the experiences 
narrated invariably differ widely from fact. 

Few people arc aware of the hardships which are 
endured by a boy who is to make his mark as a 
j<H*kcy. and it is generally imagined that if a lad 
is of a ^sufficiently slender built he has merely to 
enter a racing stable to earn the income of a 
cabinet minster in a few years. This is a great 
mistake, as everyone concerned with stables knows 
wrell enough, and as every embryo Jockey finds out 
to liis cost. The training of a Jockey entails many 
years of hard work if success is to be achieved, and 
possessing a strong constitution alone will enable 
an apprentice to rise to the position of a first- 
rate Jockey. 

The famous actor usually gains fame by begin- 
ning on the low'est rung of the ladder, and so it 
is with the Jockey, aud few cases can be recalled 
of any rider of note who has not commenced his 
career by doing his “bit” in the stables. Tliat 
those who rise to the top of the tree are few and 
far between is apparent from the long list of ap- 
prentices which appears year by year in the “Rac- 
ing Calendar,” the majority of whom pass into ob- 
scurity. 

The life of an aiH>rontice in a racing stable, al- 
though healthy enough, is by no means a bed of 
roses, and woe betide the gently nurtured lad who 
thinks he is going to have a good time. Years ago 
an apprentice was thought little of, and his housing 
and feeding were of the most primitive kind; bnt 
things have clianged greatly, and in most estab- 
lishments the lads are looked after with the great- 
est care and their interests studied in every possible 
way. 

The term of apprenticeship varies considerably, 
and it usually rests with his parents whether a 
boy is bound to a trainer for thrjre, five or more 
years. In most instances five years is the stipu- 
lated time, as the rudiments of the profession can 
scarcely be taught in less, though in some cases 
the apprenticeship lasts until the majority is at- 
tained. It is an old saying — and a good one, too — 
however much to be said for the other side of 
the question, that nearly all the crack jockeys of 
the present day ow'e their positions to the care- 
ful tuition bestow’ed upon them by their early em - 
ployers. 

MUST HAVE NATURAL ABILITY. 

A boy must have bred in him the ability to con- 
trol horses and the nerve to do so, for no teacher 
can instill these necessary attributes. The instinct 
to Judge pace is indispensable, as without it no 
boy can hope to succeed, and it was probably owing 
to this faculty that Sloan exercised such influence 
on race riding in England. 

The Inability to estimate correctly the speed at 
which a horse is traveling has spoilt the career of 
many prominent lads, and this will be borne out by 
every trainer, who will tell you that men whom he 
has had in his employ for perhaps a score of^ ye$rs | 
even then cannot tell the difference between a half- 
speed, three-quarter si>ecd or racing -pace gallop. 

And now, to describe some of the details of an 
apprentice’s life. It must not be supposed that 
when he enters the employment of a trainer he is 
at once placed on a race horse. No; a great many 
things have to be learned before he achieves that 
distinction. I’lic routine of a stable has first to be 
laiight and there is a great deal more in this than 
most people imagine. At the outset his attentions | 
are mainly confined to sweeping the yards, polishing 
brasswork, washing out the stables, cleaning sad- 
dles, bridles and harnesses, and a hundred and one 
otlicr details too numerous to mention. 

Going the rounds with the “stopping i>ot” is one 
of these first duties, and as this implement will no 
doubt l>e unknow'n to many readers it may be well 
to explain its uses. A “stopping pot” is a box or 
other rceeptacle containing moist eowdung, which is 
used to stop up horses’ feet the night l>cfore tliey 
have to lie re -shod, Uie object of the dung being to 
soften the hoofs aud thus render them less resisting 
to the blacksmith’s knife. | 

The novice is then gradually educated in the 
proper way of cleaning out a stable and bedding 
it down, while he also has to notice hour to “dress” 
a horse down properly. It is frequently a source of 
wonderment to the visitor who makes his first in- 
siiection of a racing stable to see a small lad of 
some fourteen summers and sometimes les^ than four 
feet high completing the toilet of a big animal 
of sixteen bands, in order to do which he has 
I»erche<l himself on the top of an upturned stable 
bucket. 

EARLY RISING IS RIGID RULE. 

Early rising is the rule in all stables, and the lads 
are invariably aroused at hours ranging from 6 
a. 111 . ill the winter to 4 a. m. in the summer, for 
in the latter season most trainers have their strings 
on the exercise ground before 5 o’clock. 

When the boy has thoroughly learnt Ids stable 
duties he is then taught to ride, his first mount 
usually being some quiet old cob or pony, and he is, 
after having practiced a few times in the home pad- 
dock, allowed to go out with the string to pick up 
and bring back the rugs, hoods, knee-boots, etc., 
which are taken off horses when they are about to 
undergo fast gallops. This gives them plenty of 
mounting and dismounting practice — an invaluable 
experience — as race horses cannot be mounted by 
the usual procedure of placing the foot into the 
stirrup, for they will not stand, and they have 
to be mounted by a series of springs. 

When sufficiently advanced the lad is given charge 
of a race horse, usually one chosen for its quietness 
aud good manners, and he is then taught bow to ride 
canters, ihe task of steering the horse in the faster 
work being left to more experienced hands. After 
some months of this the lad of promise is given a 
chance of taking part in the gallops, and it is the 
way in which he then shapes that decides whether 
the trainer thinks he is capable of riding in a trial 
gallop. 

These trial spins are the crucial test, and if a bov 
does well in them he is certain to be put up in 
public. To win at the first time of asking is nat- 
urally a fine beginning, but it falls to few, and 
more often many races have to be ridden before a 
lad has to direct his mount to the winner’s in- 
closure. Even then a long period may elapse before 
his services are in much re<|uest, but if he is .i 
promising lightweiglit he is fairly certalu of secur- 
ing souie patronage. i

FISHING BEGINNER’S STORY 

The Tyro’t Tale of His Expedition and 
His -Tyrant Instmctor. 

BIc Fisk tkat Wana’t Caaskt and 
KacpeaalTe Lot of Toola tkat 
Would Mot Work. 



In the first place, I disclaim all responsibility 
in the matter. 1 was not to blame. There is al- 
ways some one in this world who must be destroying 
other people's peace of mind, prying them out of 
their comfortableness, carrying them off to uneasy 
fields, and tlieu leaving them stranded because 
it Is not possible to make a hunting leopard out 
of a fat, sleepy old Thomas cat, writes H. F. 
Miners in Outer's Book. 

Please understand, I am not trying to discredit 
anyone, least of all Chandler. I am only attempt- 
ing to prove that no blame for what happened can 
be laid at my door. I was merely a child of mis- 
fortune. 

It came about in this way. For — ^well, for more 
years than are any of your business — I have been 
an ardent sportsman; that is, I go fishing for sun- 
fish every Sunday morning in the summer that it 
does not rain. Sometimes I catch fish— once an 
overambitious pickerel even took my bait. But 
more often I don't. In fact, I am probably the 
greatest living philanthropist as far as the sonfish 
tribe is concerned. There is a certain family of 
sunfish in Croed^ed Lake that I have kept in food 
for years. And that is no sinecure either, for, to 
a man of my stature, turning over tough, heavy sods 
in quest of fat angleworms or chasing ambitious 
grasshoppers on a hot day cannot be classed am<mg 
the fav(Mrite amusements. To the man who will 
invent a hook freun which a fish cannot purloin 
the bait without getting caught, or at least without 
giving tliat telltale jerk that lets you know he is 
there, I will confide my most treasured secret — 
liow to keep thin. 

Now, my friend Chandler is a fisherman also. 
But we do not belong in the same category, for 
Chandler is — as he says — a real fisherman, a bait 
caster, while I — poor misguided man — am only a 
lowly “worm drownder." 

There's a difference. Yes, a vast one. To 
Ciiandler a fishing pole is not a pole at all. It*s 
a ro<l and one who terms it otherwise cannot hope 
to enter the Kingdom of Heaven. And he does 
not fish for fish. He fishes for sport — but he takes 
his fish home and eats them just like 1 do. 

Also — iBdng a stH>rtsman — ^lie would not deign 
to prey upon a poor fish's hunger in order to catch 
him. Oh, no! he gives the fish a fighting chance; 
challenges him to fight, and then battles with him 
in fair (*ombat. To do this he tosses out a wooden 
minnow that has been harnessed with more barbs 
than therfr are on a cockle-burr. When a hapless j 
Imss chances to collide, front end foremost, with 
this piece of camouflage lie may as well sing his 
swan song, for he is about to journey into a far 
I'oiintry. Oh, the Imss has a great chance! 

Now. I contend that my method of fishing is 
scientific; it retiuires the skill of long experience. 

PROPER TOOLS FOR THE EXPEDITION. 

First, you must have the proper tools — tackle, I 
should say. This consists of a long bamboo pole, 
a few yards of stout line, a hook, a sinker, a 
iHibber and a lake. Next, you must find a suitable 
place to fish. Personally I recommend a deep hole 
with overhanging trees, or an anchored boat, es- 
IM'cially equipped widi a large umbrella. 

You so place the bobber that your hook will hang 
alxiut two feet from the bottom, you bait the 
lunk, carefully swing it out and into the water, 
.anchor the end of the pole under a tree root or 
a boat seat — and then lean back to await develop- 
ments. When the br«bber begins to jump up and 
down excitedly and then finally completely disap- 
pears you may be pretty sore that your fish is 
hopcdessly hooked and yon leisurely lift him in. 

I forgot to mention that baiting the hook is an 
iniiKxrtant part of the procedure. Celebrated sun- 
fislicrs disagree as to the exact method of thread- 
ing the worm onto the hook, but all are unanimous 
on one point — you must always spit on the baited 
hook. No self-respecting sunfish would ever think 
of taking a bait that had not been spit on. 

The skill in this type of fishing rests on two 
things: First, properly baiting the hook; second, in 
being able to stay awake to watch the bobber so 
that you can tell when the fish has eaten op all of 
your bait. 

But 1 am disgressing from my story. As I have 
said, my friend Chandler is never satisfied. He 
must always be injecting unrest into the life of 
some one. He ruined his own life — ^and that of 
his wife — ^by becoming a bait casting fiend. Since 
then he lias never rested except when spoiling some 
other man’s life. 1 was his seventeenth victim. 

For w’eeks before the bass season opened he had 
regaled me with stories of leviathans that he had 
lured forth aud captured in the past with his 
w(KMlen minnows. By the time the opening day 
w’as at hand he really had me interested — and 
then he played his trump card. He offered to take 
me with him oil his fishing trips and teach me the 
art. 

I fell for it. Who wouldn't? 

The day was set for the following Sunday. But 
I <iis<-overed that I would have to acquire a bait 
casting outfit before then. This seemed perfectly 
reasonable, but 1 thought tliat Chandler mentioned 
the fact to me in rather an apologetic manner. He 
seemed somewhat constrained. 

After we had reached the sporting goods store I 
discovered why. He should have been more than 
aiKilogetic. 

First came the selection of a reel. I find that 
u reel is an important part of a bait caster's equip- 
ment. No ordinary, common breed of reel will do. 
It must be quadruple multiplying, seventeen jeweled 
— (I think I paid for at least that many) — ^nickled 
steel, and of the anti -back -lash species. These 
things were explained to me at great length and 
in minute detail by both Chandler and the suave, 
blase — (lying) — salesman. In fact, their care of 

explanation and desire to ae«|iiaint me with all the 
fine fMiiiits of reels began to excite my suspicion, 
I asked the price. 

“Well." said the salesman — (who was undoubt- 
eflly a Democrat) — “here is one for six seventy -five, 
hut 1 hardly believe you would want such a cheap 
one." 

I b(‘gHn to eye him with more suspieion. 

“Here," he continued, “is one for ten dollars. It 
might do, but it's really not intended lor careful 
work. “But," he added with a great show of 
brilliancy, “here is a genuine Jolinstone Take-Down 
Counter- Balanced, Anti -Back -Lash Keel. They sell 
for thirty -five dollars ordinarily, but this is one 
we bsught before the war and I'll let you have It 
for eighteen ninety -five. That's dirt cheap, too." 

I rmembered that when 1 came in 1 noticed that 
this clerk liad a receding chin. I hate receding 
chins; tliey are usually worn by insurance men, 
waiters, I'uUman porters and other pickpockets. 
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I called Chandler into consultatitMi — irat what 
chance has labor any more with capital arrayed 
solidly against it? I bought the eighteen ninety- 
five reel. But, then, if one wants good things one 
must expect to pay for them. One does. 

But a reel only proved to be the first installment 
io acqnirinc interest in the store. Next came 
a pole — I beg your pardon, a rod. A rod is a deli- 
cate little collection of split bamboo, wrapped with 
much silk thread, and many times varnished. I 
think its sale price is calculated by the number of 
silk thread windings that it has. The rod that was 
selected for me looked like a barber pole. 

And then came a line. I assured Chandler that 
I already had a good twisted cotton line; at least 
fifeen feet of it. He gave me a peculiar sidewise 
glance, which, as I now look back on it, must have 
been one of scornful sympathy, and informed me 
tliat the proper line for casting must be thin, fine 
silk and at least seventy-five yards in length. It 
must be exceptionally strong and — (apologetically) — 
"good silk costs quite a bit now." 

Bass must be fastidious creatures. 

My line cost two dollars and a half. 

The friendly clerk next introduced me to the 
subject of baits. Here I grew really enthusitstic, 
for they came in many colors, hues, sizes, shapes, 
sveights, and, yes, prices. I dote on colors, and 
if I were a bass I’d never miss a chance to swallow 
one of those little lavender baby crabs. I had 
already selected a purple minnow, a red crab and a 
drab crab when Ciiandler rescued me. 

With his kindly a4vice and assistance I reduced 
tlie number of baits to eleven. These included only 
one red wabMer, which disappointed me greatly. 
I thought at least two- thirds of them should have 
been red. If I were a bass there are certain days 
when I'd refuse anything but a red salamander. 

Baits are reasonable. They cost but a trifle — 
seventy-five cents to a dollar and a quarter apiece. 
A bass is absolutely neutral; be doesn't care what 
he eats — as long as it is expensive. 

With a rod, reel and a peck of wooden minnows in 
my possession I thought I had surely secured the 
full paraphernalia. 

But no! "Wlien one fishes tor bass one must have 
a tackle box to carry one’s tackle in. But I really 
got a bargain in a tackle box. It only cost four 
dollars and ninety -eight cents. It is as big as a 
young trunk and has enough compartments so that 
I feel perfectly sure I can hide in it any illegal 
fish that I may catch and be safe, even should the 
warden search the box. If he ever finds the fish 
he'll need a guide to get out of the box, and by the 
time he finally secures bis liberty I'll have grown 
a beard and become permanently disguised. 

1 carefully gathered up my many purchases and 
when the enterprising — (lying) — clerk was telling 
another customer about a patent weedless hook I 
edged Chandler toward the door and made my 
escape. As I went ont the clerk hurriedly called 
after me s<Mnething about u take-down landing net 
and a coHajisible minnow bucket, but I didn't hear 
him the . first time. 

The Sunday morning that ('handler and 1 arrived 
at the lake was one of God’s own. A few fleecy 
clouds, as only June clouds can be fleecy, were lazily 
floating overhead and a faint breeze rippled the 
water. Chandler said lie thought it would be a 
good day for bass. I thought that the sunfish must 
be hungry over on Crooked Lake and for just a 
inoinent 1 liad a guilty c*onscience. 

EDUCATION AND DISAPPOINTMENT. 

Chandler secured a boat and we got ready to slay 
bass. I got my r<^ and reel together and a daric 
green crab properly affixed — after some exj^rt ad- 
vice from Chandler. 

“Now," said Chandler, taking the rod from me, 
“the object of casting is not great distance but 
accuracy. 

“Now this,” fingering the reel and pointing to 
two little knobs on the end of it, “is the drag, and 
this is the click. The click is generally used when 
your rod is idle so that the weight of the bait 
won't run the line out, but the drag is — " 

“Chandler.” I interrupted, "I don't know any- 
thinig about mechanics and I don’t give a tinker’s 
dam how that reel is made. What I want to do is 
catch bass. I'm a man of action. I believe in 
getting right down to business and cutting out all 
the details. Now let’s get right to catching fish 
and I’ll study the anatomy of the reel some winter’s 
night.” 

“But you’ve got to know how to handle it or yon 
can't become a bait caster,” he said. 

“I know," I replied, “but I can do that some 
other time when 1 am not fishing. Right now I 
want to snare one of these bass quick," and 1 
quietly but firmly relieved him of the rod and 
steered him into the bout. But despite my reas- 
surances he did not seem at all convinced. 

Chandler rowed out from sliore and headed toward 
a clump of rushes. Here he allowed the boat to 
drift and to<rfc up his rod. “Now," said he — 

“Say, Chandler, what's the idea? Why can't we 
fish over there in tlie shadow of those trees? This 
sun is too warm." 

“Because,” he snapiied, “the bass are not in that 
kind of water." He seemed to be getting im- 
patient for some reason. 

“First time," I said, “that I ever knew there 
were more kinds of water in this lake than one." 
He ignored this remark, and as he was the host I 
thought possibly it was best not to argue too much. 

“Now," began Chandler again, “the proper way 
to hold your rod is—" 

“Yes, yes, I know. Chandler," I said, “but let’s 
not bother with that nowr. I want to get to catching 
fish." 

And suiting tlie action to the word I essayed to 
make my first cast. There was a swish of the rod 
cutting the air, a shrill whee-e-e-e-e us my reel 
seemed to protest violently for s<Hne unknown rea- 
son — and my pretty green crab struck the water 
with a resounding smack about six feet frtmi the 
boat. This was rather a surprise to me as I 
fully expected to see it gracefully alight <m the 
water about a hundred yards away. My surprise 
must have shown 011 my face somewiiat as Chandler 
remarked: “You might have more success if you 

would release your click.” It seemed to me that 
his remark was a trifle cutting. 

I did as he advised, somewhat reluctantly, I must 
admit, as I really do not see why a reel should 
have any equipment which is an actual hindrance to 
casting. 

THE OLD STORY OF INEXPERIENCE. 

My next attempt was a great suotvss. Tlie bait 
descTibed a long, graceful arc through the air as it 
sailed far out over the water. It .really fascinated 
me as it sped away, the suii glinting from its 
irradiant sides. I half exiH*cted to 8**0 it just float 
lightly out over the horizon. I was startled out of 
luy pleasant reverie by a sk^ening buzz, my bait 
Ktupiied in midair with an abrupt jerk that sent 
it flying back like a boomerang, to plump right 
into the middle of a tangle of rushes. 

I looked dowm at my reel, whence had come the 
strange zizzing, to see what had caused this sudden 
change in the plans of my green crab. A most 
amazing sight met my eyes. My line had seemingly 
gone berserker; thrown itself into a fit of rage. 
It w'as tangled and snarled and kxiped and matted 
and— lit fact it looked like nothing so much as my 
wife's hair does just before the decides that it is 
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time for me to get up and start breakfast. 

“Well," said Chandler, “if you’d take a little 
advice — " 

“Advice, hell!" I shouted. “What I need is a 
friend who won't let a half-baked clerk load me up 
with an anti -back -lash reel that won't anti-back- 
lash. This damned contraption isn't fit to use for 
a clothesline reel. It’s just about as — " 

“You know," interrupted Chandler, “even an 
anti -back -lash reel has to be thumbed." It seemed 
to me that his vmce was somewiiat cold. 

“Tliumbed! What’s that? 

“Why," said Chandler, “as the line runs out you 
keep a gentle pressure on the spindle with your 
thumb to keep the line from running out too fast." 

“Oh!" 1 said. And fell to picking and pulling at 
the mess of what was once a two dollar and a half 
line. I don’t know wiiether you ever unsnarled a 
back- lashed anti -back -lash reel, but if yon haven’t 
I can tell you right here that you always pull on 
the w'rong lo<^. They trick you shamelessly and 
then just when you think you have found the so- 
lution to the puzzle the loop slips out of your 
fingers and — 

“Oh, the devil," said Chandler, “let me have 
that. You’ll be all day." 

I passed the rod over, not that I was incapable of 
untangling the line, but rather because 1 did not 
want to offend my host. 

The boat drifted gently in the breeze. Chandler 
swore sw'eet nothings, and I plucked rushes that 
thrust their fluted tops over the side of the boat. 
It was a wonderful day. I can’t understand bow a 
man can lose bis temper over so small a matter 
on such a day. 

After many ideasant minutes Chandler handed the 
rod back to me and said: “Now try it again and 

this time thumb your reel." 

THE BIG FISH AND ITS ESCAPE. 

I n'Hciieil niy bait from the rushes and for the 
next half hour, accompanied by much wiiolly un- 
ne«*eKSHry advk*e and admonition from Chandler, I 
tried to master tlie art of bait casting. But as I 
see it now there must have been something the 
mutter with luy reel or rod, for now that 1 can 
make the statement in privacy I must say that 
my attempts met with but small success. 

My line back- lashed in spite of a guaranteed 
anti- back -lash disposition. It snarled into bird’s 
nests that w'^ere acute in their effect on my sunny 
temiicr. And my bait, when aimed squarely at a 
apot two feet to starboard of a certain clump of 
rushes, soared mightily and evinced a desire to feed 
OQ shore. Or U struck the water so close to the 



boat that we were drenched with spray — which 
seemed to dampen Chandler's already cold demeanor. 

Once a yellow wrabbler took off my hat in its 
flight — which was dangerous. Once it to** off 
Chandler's — ^which was w'ellnigh disastrous. 

There was a swirl of water to the right, the sun 
glistened from shioiiig scales — and my rod was 
almost jerked from my grasp. 

“Y'ou’ve liooked him!" shouted CJhandler, “and 
he’s the grandfather of the wiiole fish tribe." 

Calmly and coolly 1 alloweil the bass to run ont 
twenty yards of line. Y'ea! I would fight him 
and conquer him in fair combat. 

“Give liim the butt," yelled Chandler. 

“Give him nothin'," I said. “I've already given 
him a dollar and a quarter bait and twenty yarda 
of line. What I want is to get back what 1 h.*iTe 
already lost.” 

“Oil, you damned idiot!" interrupted Chandler. 
*T mean, raise your tip, give him the spring of 
the rod.'-’ 

“Think I want to break the rod and lose that, 
too? Cost seven dollars and a half. I’m not crazy,” 
I yelled back at him. 

“Y'ou can’t break that rod,” argued Chandler. 
“Look out, you’ll lose him and he's a pippin.” 

Iteluctantly I yielded to his remonstrances and 
finally checked the bass when 1 could see the 
metal of the spindle. The next five minutes were 
probably the most exciting of my life, with the 
possible exception of the time when I hit Abe 
Bloomfield's billy goat with a rock — and then 
discovered that the gate was open. That bass was 
certainly the bully of the whole bass nation. He 
literally cut the lake up in chunks and threw them 
ont ou shore. He rushed and he doubled and he 
shook the bait. Now, I gained a foot, now 1 lost 
it. A sizable blister was beginning to raise on my 
thumb. 1 played him calmly, amid much untimely 
advice from Chandler to keep cool. And then there 
was a siKhlen slackening of the line. 

“Take in your slack quick,” yelled Chandler, 
“he’s <*fMning toward the bwt and you'll lose him.** 

“Now, see here, Ciiandler,** I said, lowering my 
rod and turning toward him, “I’ve fished as long as 
you have and I guess 1 know how to handle this 
fish as well as you do.

There was a sickening little Jerk on my rod and 
then — nothing. With a growing suspicion and 

premonition I reeled in my line. After what seemed 
an age the end of. it came in sight — minus the 
dollar and a quarter bait and the fish.
